a brief reference'te 


question may merve to our 
readers on the matter. .. 
__ Frederick King. of die in 
Frederiek, we not only ‘Kieg: of Deomark 
proper, tat also Duke of the German Princi- 
palities of Schleswig and Holsteia, wBich for 
a long series of; years bave.been attached to 
- the kingdom ot Derthark. In the latter state 
of the old.laws the Crown could be inberited 
by females, while in the Duchies only males 
could ascend to the Dukedom. The extino- 
tion of the male line of Danish royalty in the 
person of Frederick VII, would necessarily 
have resnited fn the dismemberment of the 
kingdom and separated the Duchies from Den. 
mark. To aveid this, the predecessor of Fred- 
erick issued a deeree that the Danish law o! 
suceession should prevail in the Duchies. 
Frederick ascended the Throne in 1848, when 
revolation was rife throughout Europe, and 
the German Duchies revolted, declaring the 
decree mentioned above to bea violation of 
their time honored atid recognized’ rights. 
The war between Denmark and the Duchies 
assisted by the other German Principalities 
was brought to a close by the interposition of 
England’and Russia. who induced the Danish 
Parliament to enact a law settling the succes- 
sion in the Court of Frederick dying without 
heirs. upon Prince Christian, a member of the 
younger branch of the house of Augustenberg 
and passing over the legitimate heirs of the 
élder branch. This arrangement is known in 
history as the “London Protocol,” which if 
we remember aright was also signed, or at 
léast acquiesced in by Prussia and Austria, 
the heads of the German Confederation. 

‘Upen the death of Frederick, last fall, Chris- 
tian ascended the Throne as Christian IV, and 
assumed to exercise jurisdiction over the 
Duchies of Schleswig and Holstein. The lat 
ter again revolt and declare that they have 
never assented to the law vesting succession 

in Christian, and have proclaimed Frederick 
VIII, the head of the elder branch, as the 
rightful Duke of Schlesyjg Holstein. These 
Duchies have rothing in common with Den- 
mark ; all their ideas, sympathies and nation- 
ality being German, and they desire to reunite 
with Fatherland and become a portion of the 
German Confederation. The family of Chris 
tian has ever been in sympathy with Den- 
mark, while that of Frederick, including bim- 
self, has favored the Germans. Christian ix 
the father of the wife of the Prince of Wales, 

+ and this circumstance as well as-the fact that 
England sigoed the London Protocol, it is 
thought will bring the English into the war. 
Thus far both Eagland and Frange have main- 
tained a strict neutrality. but there is no tell- 
ing how. soon either or both may be drawn 
into the ‘vortex. 

Austria and Prussia, as indeed nearly al. 
the German States. are arrayed against Den- 
mark, “and the two former have already 
marched troops. into the Duchies. Unless 
Denmark shall receive aid from England, 
France or Russia, which is hardly probable, 
the chances are strong that she will bave fo| 
succumb, and. Schigawig and Holstein will 
beco ne a part of tne great German Confeder- 
ation under the Dukedom of Frederick VIII. 

The revolutiogary Congress of Germany, 
met at Frankfort, on the of December 
last, composed of nearly a thousand delegates 
from the different States of Germany. They 
then adepted the fellowing resolutions which

Denmark is slowly retiring before the ad- 
vancing forces of Prussia and the ‘troops of 
the Diet, but is preparing most stubbornly to 
resist the claims of the Duchies to separation 
Whether it will result in a general Eurupean 
war it is impossible now to say, but it is not 
at all unlikely. Our dispatches from day to 
day give the progress of matters, and with the 
foregoing explanation our readers will be able 
to judge someting of the merits of the contro- 
versy. The people of this couutry can have 
little interest in the quarrel. It will be ob- 
served that the revolution is not based on the 
great principles of liberty and that the Duch- 
ies do not seek either independence or repub. 
lican institution. It is simpry a question with 
‘bem whether they wiH be governed and 
tyranized over by one set of Princes or an- 
other, whether they will follow the lead of 
Prassia or Denmark. |

Our latest infor- 
mation from Kilpatrick is to 8 v’clock, 
yesterday morning, when he was re- 
ported at Spottsylvania. We have 
positive knoWledge that Custar’s long 
lines of cavalry dashed rapidly through 
Madison Court House before daylight 
yesterday morning. It is reasonably 
supposed by the Tribune’s special cor- 
respondent who left Court -House at 
noun, that Custar engaged the enemy 
at 1 o’clock, for heavy cannunading 
was heard at that hour in the direc- 
tion of Orange Court House, and con- 
tinned up ‘to dark.. News from Madi- 
‘son Court House dated Munday noon, 
says that Sedgewick’s corps marched 
at sunrise, Saturday, with four days 
rations; bivouaced at night seven 
miles beyond Culpepper and reached 
Russell’s ford on Robinson river Sun- 
day forenoon, where most of the corps 
bivouaced and Sedgwick established 
bead-quarters.
